ARTICLE I 


OFFICERS, COMMITTEES AND MEETINGS. 


SEcTION 1. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer pod Assistant 
ecretary who shall constitute a Standing Committee. 
SECTION 2. The officers shall be chosen by ballot at the annual meeting on the Fourth of July of each year to serve 
for one year or until their succcessors are chosen. 
‘Section 3. The President or, in his absence, the Vice-President, shall preside at all meetings of the Society and of 
Blanding Committee. The Secretary shall keep and have charge of all the records of the Society and of the Standing 
mittee. He shall call all meetings of the Society and Standing Committee by written notice within a reasonable time 
the meetings of the same. The Assistant Secretary shall assist in all these duties. The Treasurer shall have charge of 
the. funds and property of the Society with power, on the approval of a majority of the Standing Committee, to invest and 
Yeinvest the same and to disburse the income thereof. He shall give bond to the President for the faithfnl discharge of his 
. which bond must be approved by the Standing Committee. 
Sxction 4. The Standing Committee shall have charge of the welfare and general concerns of the Society as well as 
her matters committed to them by the Society. They shall hold meetings at such times as they shall determine. They 
1 consider all applications for admission to the Society and. yeécommend such applicants as they deem to be entitled and 
hy. They shall keep a record of their proceedings which, shall be open to. inspection by any member of the Society and 
all be read to the Society at its next following meeting. The assent of a majority of the members of the Standing Com- 
ittee shall be necessary for any of its acts. Special meetings of the Committee may be called at any time by direction of 
President and shall be called upon the request in writing of two members thereof. 
: SECTION 5. The annual meeting of the Society shall be on the Fourth of July in each year and there shall also be a 
i of the Society on the anniversary of the birth of Washington—the Twenty-second of February, in each year.
